Nothing m ore clearly shows how completely the New 
Deal has run dry of ideas than the fact that in three im­ 
portant fields of policy, the I rum an A dm inistration has 
had to lean heavily on the thinking of the m an whom, 
above all others, the New Deal has most heartlessly ridi­ 
culed— Herbert I louver.

This is the policy which Stalin persuaded President 
T rum an to indorse at the Potsdam conference, and it is 
the policy which has lost the peace of the world. It has 
cost the A m erican people, in world relief, far m ore than 
the value of the demolished industries, w ithout bringing 
us a step nearer to world security. 
W hat ex-President H oover did was to point out facts 
which the Trum an A dm inistration had forgotten— that 
the heavy industries of G erm any were the lifeblood of

Zietz, 22, All of Philadelphia, Had Been Sentenced 
To Death for Killing Two Bystanders During A 1647 
Feasterville Inn Holdup — All Three Had Been 
Prepared for The Electric Chair.

BELLEFONTE, Apr. I — Three doomed slayers w on 
at least a 4tt-liour lease on life today just JO m inutes be* 
fore they were scheduled to die in Pennsylvania*! clee* 
trio chair. 
A telephone call from G ov. John S. l ine's office to 
Rockview Penitentiary stayed the triple execution until a 
decision by the State Suprem e Court on a petition by one 
of the men. 
The trio— David Darcy, 26; I larold Foster, 26, and 
Marry Zietz, 22 all of Philadelphia— had lieen sentenced 
to death for killing two bystanders during a 1947 tavern 
holdup in Feasterville, Bucks County, Pa. 
All three had been completely prepared for the alec* 
trie chair. 
Their heads had Iveen shaved and their left 
trouser legs had been split to accommodate one of the 
chair's electrodes. 
“ Thank G od," Darcy cried when a deputy w arden 
read the G overnor's statem ent. 
"W hat time is it?" was the only rem ark Zietz could 
m uster.

Foster said nothing immediately, but burst into an 
excited babble w hen the deputy left to inform Executioner 
Frank L. W ilson of the respite. 
lf the G overnor's order had not been received, the 
three killers would all have been dead by I 2.45 a. rn. for 
fatally shooting Allen Hellerm an and W illiam Kelly on 
December 22nd. 1947, 
W arden J. W . Claudy said the half-hour margin 
was the closest he had ever known of an execution being 
postponed or cancelled.

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When Child Learns to Add 


By GARRY CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.D. 
I MUST have been ten or t welve 
when I still counted as I add^d 
such simple combinations as 7 
and 8, or subtracted such as 3 
from IO. I don’t recall having 
counted on my fingers, but I 
tapped out the numbers. Class­ 
mate Charley Atkinson also did, 
but my only other classmate, Al­ 
me! a Bosey, never tapped. She 
knew the basic combinations by 
heart; and there are only IOO In 
addition and IOO in subtraction, 
though I long supposed there 
must be a million. In the one- 
room school we did arithmetic 
at the portable wooden black­ 
board and when Charley and I 
added or subtracted, our tap­ 
pings with chalk sounded like a 
flock of chickens flecking grains 
of wheat or buckwheat from the 
ham floor. 
Alinota was so much faster 
than Charley and I were. Count­ 
ing always slows you up and no 
matter how much you hurry, 
there’* a limit to your speed. 
What really happens when you 
hurry a child who counts as he 
add* or subtracts is that he 
intascs some taps — makes mis­ 
takes. Of course, many children 
who still count, tap in their lm- 
ftginatlon or count Imaginary 
dots or objects or wriggle a finger, 
toe or some other part of the 
body. A certain girl, eight years 
old, who had been slow at adding 
and .subtracting, could not add 
or subtract at ult one day.
